Final phase of Chiltern’s £ 250 m project will slash journey times to London 


Breaking the 
hour barrier 


A NEW timetable bringing 
Banbury within one hour’s 
travelling time from London 
will be launched by Chiltern 
Railways next month. 

The rail operator is due to 
start its final phase of work

on the track between 
Banbury and London 
Marylebone next week, 
which will cut the journey 
times to the capital by 19 


minutes. As part of a £250m 
package of enhancements, 
including a proposed second 
rail link between Oxford and 
London, via Bicester, the rail 
firm is upgrading its main 
line between London, 
Bicester, Banbury and 
Birmingham to allow trains 
to run at up to lOOmph and 
cut journey times by up to 20 
per cent. 

It will take 51 minutes 
from Banbury to London 
Marylebone instead of the 
current lhr 10 min. 

The move has been 
welcomed across the town. 

Town, district and county 
councillor Kieron Mallon 
said: “I think Banbury is 
extremely fortunate in 
having one of the best 
railway companies running 
through our town. 

“Being just 50 minutes 
away from London will be 
extremely beneficial to the 
town, not only commuters 
but for leisure and 
commerce. 

“We must not forget also 
this will mean closer links to 
Birmingham as well.” 

Chairman of Banbury 
Chamber of Commerce, 
Claire Kingsbury, said: “It 
makes us much more 
competitive to live in terms 
of housing prices and also 
there’s an opportunity for 
companies based in London 
to have another branch or 
office here. 

“It works both ways, going 
out of London and 
commuting into London.” 

An intensive two-week 
programme of work will 
start on Monday and the new 
timetable will be launched on 
September 5.

Death of former councillor 

Tribute to 
a town’s 
passionate 
campaigner

THE partner of a Chipping Norton community campaigner 
who died suddenly, has spoken of his “indescribable” loss. 
Gerry Alcock, who was 73, died on Sunday of last week follow¬ 
ing a stroke.

Route is saved after 


bus firm goes under 


A BUS route serving a 
number of villages north of 
Banbury has been saved 
after its former operator 
ceased trading suddenly. 

Geoff Amos Coaches, 
which operated the hourly 
GA01 and GA02 Great 
Central Connexion route, 
linking Banbury with 
Daventry and Rugby, called 
in insolvency experts when 
it was unable to pay staff 
wages on Friday. 

Taking advantage of an 
enforced detour, due to the 
closure of the A361 between 
Wardington and Banbury 
for flood defence work, the 
bus route had been diverted 
since March on a trial basis 
at the suggestion of 
Cropredy district councillor 
Ken Atack, giving 
Williamscot, Cropredy and 
the Bourtons an hourly link 
with Banbury. 

Geoff Amos Coaches had 
been pleased with the 
results and was in talks to 
make the new route 
permanent.

When the firm ceased 
operating on Friday, 
residents feared they could 
lose out but Stagecoach has 
stepped in at the request of 
Oxfordshire, 
Northamptonshire and 
Warwickshire county 
councils to operate the 
service for the time being. 

Mr Atack said: “I was 
pleased when Amos said 
they would divert the 
service and then when they 
said they would make it 
permanent. 

“It was a bit of shock 
when I got the news on 
Friday. I was feeling quite 
down until I heard that 
Stagecoach had agreed to 
pick up the route.” 

Stagecoach Oxfordshire 
spokesman Chris Child said: 
“We were asked by the 
councils to step in and help. 
We’re running a like-for-like 
service on the existing 


timetable at the moment. 

“It’s still too early to 
determine the long-term 
future. A replacement 
timetable may emerge when 
we’ve had a chance to look 
at the service and see how it 
fits in with our operations.” 

Geoff Amos Coaches, 
based in Daventry, was 
formed in 1954 and was run 
until last week by Brian 
Amos and Shirley Smith, 
the son and daughter of its 
founder. As well as the bus 
route serving Banbury, it 


ran a number of school bus 
services. 

Twenty-five staff have 
lost their jobs as a result of 
the closure. 

Ian Cooke, of Business 
Recovery and Insolvency, 
said: “ We were called in 
when it became clear that 
the firm would be unable to 
pay the wages and meet 
other liabilities last week. 

“Agents have been 
instructed to deal with a 
sale of the company assets.” 

A spokesman for 


Northamptonshire County 
Council said: “Permanent 
replacement services will be 
announced in due course. 

“The council will 
endeavour, as far as 
possible, to ensure that a 
timetable offering a similar 
level of service is offered, in 
partnership with other 
commercial operators. 

“We regret the 
inconvenience suffered by 
passengers and are pleased 
that a restoration of service 
has been agreed.”

Hi-tech phones ring 
the changes at council 


ADVANCES in mobile phone tech¬ 
nology have seen Oxfordshire 
County Council’s bill for the 
devices more than double in two 
years. 

The authority said the advent of 
more expensive devices such as 
BlackBerries - which access the 
Internet and email - had led to the 
increase. 

Its £47,309 three-month bill for

July to September 2008 had risen 
to £122,751 in the same three 
months in 2010. Its latest bill, for 
January to March, was £119,377. 

Some 3,270 employees out of 
6,650 have mobiles, information 
obtained under the Freedom of 
Information Act shows. 


Four employees have iPhones 
and 611 staff and 21 councillors 
have BlackBerries. Council 
spokesman Paul Smith said work¬ 
ers, such as those in fire and res¬ 
cue, highway and trading stan¬ 
dards departments, needed 
mobiles. 

He said: “The advent of devices 
such as BlackBerries has seen 
costs rise but has assisted staff in 


being able to access emails while 
on the move. This allows staff to 
work more quickly and, as a 
result, helps them and the council 
be more responsive.” 

Emma Boon, of the Taxpayers’ 
Alliance said: “With budgets tight, 
it’s areas of spending like this 
where there are opportunities to 
drive down costs and save taxpay¬ 
ers’ money.”

Suspended sentence after Gumtree site scam 

Tickets trickster 
escapes prison 


A TRICKSTER, who sold 
£5,000 worth of non-existent 
festival tickets online, has 
escaped being jailed. 

Sean Stevens offered 
tickets to music events, 
including the Isle of Wight 
Festival, on the Gumtree 
website and took buyers’ 
money without ever having 
the tickets. 

The 24-year-old was given a 
suspended jail term at Oxford 
Crown Court last Friday 
after earlier admitting six 
counts of fraud and asking 
for 16 similar offences to be 
taken into consideration. 

In total, Stevens, of 
Cleveley Road, Enstone, 
conned music fans out of 
£4,980 between May and 
September last year. 

Only 15 months ago he was 
given a community order 
after admitting another seven 
counts of fraud relating to 
similar scams. 

Jennifer Edwards, 
prosecuting, said: 

“Effectively each of the 
offences and those taken into 
consideration involve the 
same type of wrongdoing. He 
falsely, offered tickets for sale 
on the Gumtree website that 
he never had.”

Miss Edwards said 
Stevens, who also has 
previous convictions for 
battery and disorderly 
behaviour, was arrested in 
January and made “full and 
frank admissions” in police 
interviews. 

She added: “Nobody got 
their tickets, there were no 
tickets to be had from this 
gentleman, but some of them 
got some money back.” 

Judge Tom Corrie, who 
said he was satisfied that 
£590 had been paid back by 
Stevens, did not order a costs 
or compensation 


requirement as he said the 
defendant had no money 
available. 

Jessica Russell-Mitra, 
defending, said of the 
offending: “It was indicative 
of the period he was going 
through. An 18-month period 
of what appears to be quite 
significant depression. 

“He felt he could only live 
short-term. All he could see 
in front of him was his 
debts.” 

She added: “At the time he 
was taking recreational 
cocaine. He didn’t feel there 
was anything else for him to 
do with his life.” 

Miss Russell-Mitra said 
Stevens, who left school at 


16, had since gained entry to 
an undergraduate course to 
study journalism. 

Judge Corrie said Stevens’ 
dishonesty had caused “a 
number of people distress 
and inconvenience” and 
added: “It’s time you grew 
up and took responsibility 
for yourself.” 

He said the defendant 
“should go to prison 
immediately” but added: “I 
have just, on the balance, 
been persuaded not to send 
you to prison now.” 

Stevens was given a four- 
month jail term, suspended 
for two years. He was also 
handed a 12-month 
supervision order.

Revealed: County’s 


top camera 


THE county’s most prolific 
speed camera has been 
revealed, four months after 
the devices were switched 
back on. 

Cameras were turned off 
last August after 
Oxfordshire County 

Council said it would not 
stump up £600,000 a year to 
finance them. 

But the sites were reacti¬ 
vated on April 1 after police 
agreed to foot the bill. 

Now figures obtained 
under the Freedom of 
Information Act show 
where motorists are most 
susceptible to being flashed. 

The location with the 
highest number of speeding 
motorists is Worcester Road 
in Chipping Norton, with 
1,020 fixed penalty notices 
dished out in June, the most 
recent month for which fig¬ 
ures are available. 

Chipping Norton Mayor 
Chris Butterworth said: 
“The reason is the change

in the speed limit. It used to 
be a 40mph zone and now 
it’s down to 30mph. 

“Initially people were get¬ 
ting away with it but pre¬ 
sumably that interim time 
has passed and it’s getting 
everyone. 

“The residents of 
Worcester Road still say 
there are large numbers of 
cars and lorries zooming 
along that road at all times 
of the day and night. We are 
all for acting to stop speed¬ 
ing within the town.” 

He added: “The other 
thing which may be a con¬ 
tributory factor is the cam¬ 
era is at the bottom of a dip, 
so your speed increases in 
any case.” 

In second place is High 
Street in Bloxham with 229 
offences recorded in June, 
followed by Buckingham 


Road in Bicester, which 
caught 212 speeding drivers. 

The top three in May was 
Botley Road in Oxford (569 
speeders), Oxford’s 

Banbury Road, near 
Lovelace Square (444), and 
Worcester Road in Chipping 
Norton. 

Overall, 4,962 speeders 
were caught on camera in 
Oxfordshire in April, falling 
to 3,375 in May and down 
again to 2,561 in June. 

In 2010, the April figure 
was 1,976, the May tally was 
1,193 and 1,841 tickets were 
dished out in June of that 
year. 

Chief Inspector Gill 
Wootton, of Thames Valley 
Roads Policing said: “These 
figures would suggest there 
may be have been a change 
in drivers’ behaviour 
between the time the speed 
cameras were switched off 
last year and April when 
they were turned back on. 

“However, the number of 



drivers 
being caught 
speeding by 
the cameras has 
declined month- 
on-month since they 
were switched back 
on. 

“Thames Valley Police 
maintains that speed cam¬ 
eras are one of a number of 
important road safety tools 
which help to reduce the 
risk of serious injury and 
fatal collisions and their 
reactivation encourages 
drivers to think about the 
speed they are driving, 
therefore helping to 
improve road safety.”

Autism

FOR people with autism, 
stressful situations can leave a 
sufferer panicked and confused. 

But a new card, just launched 
in Oxfordshire, aims to make 
those situations easier and help 
others understand the problems 
they face. 

The Autism Alert Card will 
now be given to the estimated 
6,000 people with autism in 
Oxfordshire. 

It carries an explanation of 
autism, a number for people to 
call for advice, and the contact 
details for a carer or friend. 

Founder of Autism Oxford, 
Kathy Erangey, who is behind 
the scheme, said: “This is a card 
that people can carry round 
with them. 

“Autistic behaviour is easy to 
misinterpret. For example, when 
anxious, stressed or under 
pressure, someone on the autism 
spectrum may suffer a panic 
attack. 

“This may be interpreted as 
challenging behaviour or a 
temper tantrum. 

“They may also have a freeze 
response, which may look like 
refusal to move or speak. 

“But now they can present 
that card to someone, such as a 
police officer, and they can deal 
with them appropriately.” 

More than 120 police officers 
have also been trained in 
understanding how to deal with 
autism as part of the scheme. 

There will be three more 
launches around the county 
over the next year. 

Mrs Erangey’s 20-year-old 
son, Stephen, was diagnosed 
with autism shortly before his 
third birthday. 

She said: “When he was 
younger, I would have really 


appreciated having this card 
when people were tutting about 
bad parenting because he had 
lost control and there was 
nothing I could do.” 

The card was funded by 
Oxfordshire County Council and 
the NHS. Similar schemes are 
already up and running in East 
Anglia, Berkshire and 
Hampshire. 

According to Autism Oxford, 
people on the autism spectrum 
are seven times more likely to 
come into contact with the 
police. 

Richard Maguire, 45, was 
interrogated by police when 
they mistook him for a car thief. 
He said the stress of the 
situation had caused him to 
freeze. 

He said: “There were lots of 
police radios and lights and my 
senses basically crashed. I 
couldn’t understand what was 
going on. 


“The police thought I was 
being difficult and didn’t want to 
co-operate. If I’d had the card I 
would have been able to show it 
to them and they could have 
understood why I couldn’t hear 
them properly.” 

Paul Isaacs, 24, was bullied 
“from the age of four through to 
22” at school and work in 
Thame. He was only diagnosed 
with autism last year. 

He said: “I was on the way to 
work recently when the bus 
broke down. I had to keep really 
controlled, I was so anxious I 
was going to be late for work. 

“It was all I could think about. 
Now with the card, I could show 
it to the bus driver or someone 
and they could explain what’s 
going on.”

FOR THE BODY 
YOU DESERVE 

Last month I told you that cardio 
activity (that’s jogging, cycling, 
swimming, etc) won’t help you 
lose weight and achieve the figure 
you always wanted. I explained 
that an hour’s cardio would burn 
less than eight hundred calories 
so you would have to exercise for 
at least four and a half hours to burn just one pound of fat! 
Knowing how ineffective cardio is at burning fat is enough 
to make anyone give up exercise and turn to diet, but that 
presents another slight problem. I am not suggesting that 
dieting won’t help you to lose weight. If you take on board 
less calories than you spend, then you will see the pounds 
drop off. But there are two problems you should be aware 
of when dieting. The first of these is that if you are not very 
careful, dieting can make you fat! Sounds ridiculous I know 
but the truth is that if you diet too strictly it can send your 
metabolism into ‘hibernation’. In other words you will then be 
burning less calories than before you dieted. I have worked 
with literally hundreds of slimmers who tell me that they gain 
weight much more easily after dieting! 

The second problem with relying on diet to help you to lose 
weight is that no diet ever invented can be ‘targeted’ at your 
problem areas. When dieting, most of us melt like a candle. 
We lose from our face first, ( friends start to tell us we look 
ill!), then we lose our Bust (!) and by the time we get down to 


the areas we really want to lose from we may look far more 
pear shaped than before we lost weight. 

That’s why I advocate healthy eating rather than a diet. I will 
discuss healthy eating in a later column but this week I want 
to focus on Resisted Tension. It’s an exercise programme 
that I have spent more than twenty years developing. Years 
ago when I was training as a competitive swimmer I felt that 
I needed to increase my strength. My husband suggested 
I try some Isometric exercises and the affect was amazing. 
Within weeks my strength had increased dramatically and 
my body looked far more ‘toned’. 

Years later after my second daughter was born I was 
desperate to lose weight and get my figure back. That’s 
when I remembered Isometrics. Healthy eating and twenty 
minutes of Isometrics each day and I soon saw the results 
I was seeking. During that time I have helped literally 
thousands of women to achieve the figure they deserve and 
now I want to help you to do the same! 

I call my programme Resisted Tension. Just twenty minutes 
each day is all it takes to see results, so let’s get started 
shall we? 

So what is Isometric exercise? It involves pulling in a muscle 
and holding it in a contracted state for a few seconds 
(7 seconds actually), then relaxing for a few seconds. 
That’s one repetition and you should start by performing 
12 repetitions of each exercise with just a few seconds of 
rest between each Rep. {If you can’t manage 12 reps at first, 
just do as any as you can.

As I am running out of column 
inches this week I will explain how it works in next month’s 
column. Until then you will just have to trust me. 

EXERCISE 2 - GLUTEAL SQUEEZE 

This months exercise is for the derriere. For a smaller, tighter 
Bum just add this exercise to your daily routine. 

Sitting down ( you can even do this exercise while sitting 
at your office desk and no one will know you are doing it 
unless you screw your face up at the same time!) you should 
contract one Buttock (Gluteal muscle) as tightly as you can 
and hold for seven seconds. Now relax and repeat with the 
other Buttock. Now relax before clenching both Buttocks 
simultaneously for the same amount of time. 

Count the above as one repetition. Twelve repetitions each 
day will be quite enough for now and don’t forget to keep 
doing your Tummy Tuck exercise each day as well. 

DIET TIP 

Last month’s Diet Tip was to simply reduce your portion 
sizes at each meal. This month’s Tip is even simpler. I want 
you to avoid eating Bread for a whole week. If you are like 
so many women I work with, a week without Bread could 
change your life. Less bloating, a flatter tummy and more 
energy are just some of the benefits many women have 
reported. See how you get on.

BANBURY CAKE, Thursday, August 11,2011 15 

Leisure 


banburycake.co.uk/leisure 

Apes return in hi-tech thriller 



RISE OF THE PLANET OF THE

M an learns a harsh lesson 
about meddling with 
Mother Nature in Rupert 
Wyatt’s splendid new chapter in 
the Planet Of The Apes saga, based 
loosely on the novel by Pierre 
Boulle. 

Drawing elements from different 
films in the original series made 
famous by Roddy McDowall, Kim 
Hunter and Charlton Heston, Rise 
Of The Planet Of The Apes takes 
advantage of the latest 
technological wizardry to deliver a 
thrilling action adventure that 
doesn’t skimp on heartbreaking 
emotion. 

It’s all a far cry from Tim 
Burton's abortive 2001 remake of 
the original film - a creatively 


ambitious but structurally 
muddled folly doomed to failure 
the moment Mark Wahlberg was 
cast in the lead role. 

Wyatt orchestrates some 
breathtaking set pieces, including a 
climactic scene of apes on the 
rampage in San Francisco that 
unfolds at dizzying speed, 
seamlessly melding digital and live 
action elements. 

However, beneath all of the 
pyrotechnics, there beats a human 
heart, not least in the character of 
Caesar the ape, brought 
majestically to life by actor Andy 
Serkis using the same motion 
capture technology as Gollum in 
The Lord Of The Rings. 

Thankfully, the film-makers 
haven’t opted to needlessly release 
the film in 3D to hike up ticket 
prices. Will wonders never cease? 

Scientist Will Rodman (James 
Franco) is determined to find a 
cure for Alzheimer’s, the disease 
which has slowly consumed his 
father Charles (John Lithgow). 


Will feels certain he is close to a 
breakthrough and tests his latest 
serum on chimpanzees, noticing 
dramatic increases in intelligence 
and brain activity in the primate 
subjects. 

However, a high-profile showcase 
with shareholders goes 
spectacularly wrong and Will’s 
profit-driven boss, Steven Jacobs 
(David Oyelowo), demands the 
project is shut down and the test 
animals slaughtered. 

Will smuggles a baby chimp 
called Caesar out of the lab and 
raises the infant with his father. 

As the years pass and Caesar 
blossoms, Will falls in love with 
veterinarian Caroline Aranha 
(Freida Pinto), who is stunned by 
Will’s ability to communicate with 
the chimpanzee, unaware of the 
animal's history. 

Caroline warns Will that he 
cannot keep Caesar as a pet forever 
and meddling with nature has 
repercussions. 

Rise Of The Planet Of The Apes 


marries present and past, gifting 
the most iconic line (“Get your 
filthy paws off me you damn dirty 
ape!”) to Tom Felton, playing a 
sadistic keeper at the ape 
sanctuary where Caesar 
spearheads the uprising. 

Scenes between Franco and 


Lithgow are beautifully judged and 
the interaction between the two 
men and the digitally rendered 
Caesar is surprisingly moving. 

Pinto’s underwritten role acts as 
the voice of reason throughout, 
though her warnings are noever 
heeded.

Charmer 
hides ace 
up sleeve 


C ompact, tall, with an 
abrupt rear end, at first 
glance Toyota’s Verso-S 
looks an unremarkable 
car. Combine that initial impres¬ 
sion with the knowledge that 
prices start at about £14,000 and 
you feel Toyota might have an 
uphill task selling this concept. 

But dig a little deeper and the 
hidden appeal of this little 
charmer quickly becomes 
apparent. 

The Japanese carmaker’s 
return to the mini multi¬ 
purpose vehicle market success¬ 
fully delivers exceptional space 
and flexibility in the most com¬ 
pact of bodies. It might be the 
smallest competitor in the seg¬ 
ment, but smart design has pro¬ 
duced a cleverly-laid out interior 
that verges on compact family 
hatchback levels of passenger 
and load space. 

That alone might be enough to 
tempt buyers look to downsize; 
families making a switch from 
conventional hatchbacks; empty 
nesters and older people looking 
for smaller cars that are easier 
to get into and easy to drive. 

But Toyota has an ace up its

sleeve. Never mind the space 
and comfort which come as stan¬ 
dard, the level of equipment 
built into the car is extremely 
impressive. 

All models come with a 
reversing camera, front fog 
lamps, air conditioning, seven 
airbags, including a driver’s 
knee airbag, and easy-to-oper- 
ate, one-touch, flat-folding rear 
seats. Operating the seats is 
made easier thanks to extra 
levers being provided in the 
boot, and a two-position light¬ 
weight deckboard that allows for 
the adjustment of loadspace 
depth. They also come with 
Toyota Touch, a touchscreen 
system for controlling audio and 
communications functions, with 
Bluetooth for hands-free mobile 
phone use and audio streaming, 
and a USB port for connecting 
personal music players. 

The system also displays a trip 
information screen, giving 
details of journey time, distance 
and fuel economy, including 
journey-by-journey comparison 
records. The test model came in 


top-level T Spirit trim, with 
extra features that include a 
massive panoramic glass roof 
with an electrically-operated 
full-length sunblind, 16-inch 
alloy wheels, front and rear elec¬ 
tric windows and dark-tinted 
rear privacy glass. 

Power comes from a peppy 98 
horsepower 1.3-litre petrol 
engine and the test model also 
came with a slick seven-speed 
automatic transmission, which 
not only makes life at the wheel 
even easier, but delivers the 
extra benefits of improved fuel 
consumption and lower CO 2 
emissions.
